He d*velt at some leog th upon 
the scientific work of the g overnment 
along the line of Insect destroyers and 
told of his own experiments along 
this line. 
So successful * has the 
g overnment been in its work that 
Mr. Jobe expressed the opinion that 
even yellow fever would be stamped 
out by the g overnment. The speaker 
enlarg ed upon the idea of birds as in­ 
sect destroyers and 
expressed tbe 
opinion that the g overnment was do­ 
ing wrong in encourag ing the destruc­ 
tion of the Eng lish sparrow as it is 
one of the best insect destroyers in 
exlstance. The various artlfijlnl

sect destroyers In use were described 
and a very interesting discussion de­ 
veloped. 
The last number of « the forenoon 
prog ram was a profitable paper upon 
“ nauure-Its Value,” by J. L. H art­ 
well of Dixon, of which we will speak 
later.

How to Make 
Preuy Presents 


for Christmas 
H 


COLLECTION of ptiMotrrarh» 
or blue prints is the inevitable 
result of a summer’s vacation. 
The ardent amateur photogra­ 
pher, having assailed every attraction 
in nature’s keeping and snapped au 
in­ 
stantaneous impression into his 
cam­ 
era, must transfer his efforts to a back­ 
ground of white cardboard, and with 
these souvenirs of out of door good 
times one can originate Christmas gift» 


CAMERA ALBUM, 
for friends who 
Rhared in the outing» . 
Collections of 
cards, etchings, 
pho to ­ 
gravures and engravings, pen and 
ink 
drawings, pressed seaweeds, will all 
welcome a covering designed for 
their 
o wn particular use, and this covering 
will not only protect and preserve 
the 
trea sures, but will make a decided hit 
with the enthusiastic collector 
who re­ 
ceiv es it at Christmas time. 
Taking this illustration for a 
g uide, 
a very pretty and artistic portfolio 
ma y 
be fashioned. 
Cut from stiff 
white 
cardboard two pieces the same size as 
the mounted photographs. Letter 
first 
in pencil—and over this use ink or 
paint—some name or title. 
The first 
two bars of “Should Auld Acquaint­ 
ance Be Forgot’’ thrown back (by using 
lighter ink) of “Notes of a Camera”' 
will suggest other combinations for 
outside designs. If pressed flowers are 
to be Inclosed in your portfolio, fasten 
a maidenhair fern or spreading leaves 
to the cover, or if seaweeds are press­ 
ed on the inside cards attach one 
to the outside, vftth an appropriate 
quotatiou lettered iu one corner. 
Or 
fasten an unmounted photograph to 
your top card. 
A decoration possible to the owner 
of a camera is done by pinuing on a 
large board several of the photographs 
you Intend to cover and photographing 
them in a small group. The print is 
pasted on the portfolio, and no expla­ 
nations are needed to tell what is in­ 
side. 
A clever use of the slits through 
which the ribbons are passed for tying 
the covers together will give consider­ 
able variety to your portfolios. Exper­ 
iment with these before you destroy 
your best curds, and you will And out 
some different devices for yourself. 
Instead of usiug ribbons you will like 
silk braids or gilt or silver braids or 
cords for variety. By selecting tying 
strings, cardboard and lettering ink in 
different shades of one color a harmo­ 
nious looking portfolio will be the re­ 
sult. If you wish the letters on the cov­ 
er thrown into relief, cut them out of 
paper, glue them on firmly and gild 
or paint them. 
The second sketch shows a portfolio 
made of Japanese tea matting. The in­ 
side is lined with green velvet, and 
pockets are added, and the whole Is 
bound with green ribbon, with strings 
for tying around sewed to the back. 
This makes a serviceable and dainty 
portfolio 
for choice cabinet photo­ 
graphs. 
Unless you have tried it you cannot 
imagine what pretty and inexpensive 
picture frames for Christmas can be 
made of wall paper. 
Select paper of 
a small design or of plain color and 
cover the panels, which have been cut 
from heavy cardboard, turning the 
edges over and gluing in place. Place 
the front panels tn a row close togeth­ 
er, face down, and lay a piece of rib­ 
bon at the top and bottom to form 
hinges. 
The backs are then glued to 
these, except the lower edge, which is 
left open to slip the photograph In. 
Place a board over this with a heavy 
weight until dry. Some very effective 
frames for large photographs are made 
of. flowered designs and are quite as 
pretty as hand painted ones If flue, 
carefully selected paper is used. Some

Tn spite o f the fury o f the 
revo lutio nists co nsiderable co nfidence 
Is expressed in go vernment circles that 
the extreme elements in the

to call a general strike, and that if 
they do the chances an* that It will lie 
a failure.

No O ther C o urse to P u rsu e Than th e

St. Petersburg, Dec. 19.—The fo llo w­ 
ing statement o f the go vernment's po si­ 
tio n was made to the Asso ciated Press 
last night, and may lie accepted as au- ] 
tho ritative: 
“ The 
go vernment 
sin­ 
cerely desired to intro duce the new 
regime witho ut having reco urse to 
harsh measures, but it received no sup- j 
po rt fro m the co nstitutio nalists o r o th- 1 
er mo derates, while the pro letariat o r­ 
ganizatio ns, under the leadership 
o f 
the so cialists, co ntinued their mad cam­ 
paign in favo r o f armed rebellio n, and 
o penly incited the army and the navy 
to mutiny. 
The climax o f this cam­ 
paign was reached when effo rts were 
made to attack the credit o f the co un­ 
try in the midst o f a co nsiderable pan­ 
ic. 
Had tic* go vernment allo wed such 
effo rts to go unchallenged it wo uld 
have precipitated 
co mplete financial 
and industrial ruin. 
“ After all, self -preservatio n is the 
first law o f nature, and besides, with­ 
o ut the resto ratio n o f a semblance o f 
o rder it wo uld be impo ssible to ho ld 
the electio ns fo r the do uma. 
The case 
was a desperate o ne and it demanded 
a desperate remedy. 
The go vernment 
believes that the radical 
aim s o f the 
so cialists have the sympathy o f o nly a 
fractio n o f the po pulatio n, and that if 
their leaders sho uld succeed in o ver­ 
thro wing the mo narchy and in placing 
their do ctrines in practice they wo uld 
be swept o ut o f existence by a co unter­ 
revo lutio n. 
“ Nevertheless, the go vernment is o n 
the ho rns o f a dilemma, as uo matter 
ho w ho nest its mo tives in the present 
state o f excitem ent they are bo und to 
lx* misinterpreted; while, o n the o ther 
hand, if eno ugh o rder can be resto red 
to ho ld the electio n s th e cry w ill be set 
up that the go vernment has ado pted 
this expedient to co ntro l the electio ns 
and to capture the do uma. 
We have 
taken the o nly co urse left o pen to us."

arisen an o rganizatio n co mpo sed o f the 
leading financiers o f the city, pledged 
to pay every depo sito r in full upo n the 
autho rity o f the millio ns o f do llars in 
the co ffers o f the united banks o f the 
city. T.lie new o rganizatio n, which will 
have charge o f paying depo sito rs, w as 
given the fo llo wing o fficers: President, 
C. H. Bo swo rtb; directo rs, J o hn 
J. 
Mitchell, Ernest A. Hamill, J ames H. 
Eckels and J. B. Fo rgan. 
R eady to B uy th e W alsh P ro perties. 
T. M. J ackso n, cashier o f the Chi­ 
cago Natio nal, will retain that o ffice. 
President Bo swo rth, who virtually suc­ 
ceeds Walsh, lo ng has lieen co nnect­ 
ed with the Walsh Institutio ns in ail 
real estate deals. 
It is repo rted that 
a syndicate has l>een fo rmed to take 
o ver the co al pro perties 
in 
which 
Walsh is interested and has bid $3.- 
000.000 fo r them. 
Ano ther syndicate, 
it is said, is prepared to put in a bid 
o n a similar basis 
fo r his railro ad 
pro perties. 
Ho pes are entertained that 
the crash will no t l>e a disastro us o ne, 
and that it will no t reach the $3,000,- 
Oo o mark at first set as the o utside 
limit.

The Ho me Savings 
bank was o rganized in 1867 with a 
capitalizatio n o f $100,000. 
It existed 
fo r many years as an independent in­ 
stitutio n, and abo ut twelve years ago 
became a part o f the Chicago Natio n­ 
al bank. 
It was primarily a savings 
institutio n. 
The Equitable Trust co m­ 
pany was chartered in 1887 to act as 
administrato r, executo r, trustee aud to 
receive and execute 
trusts o f every 
character. 
The Chicago Natio nal bank has been 
an active facto r in lo cal po litics fo r 
several years and the eno rmo us funds 
received fro m the taxatio n 
fo r 
the 
building and maintenance o f the drain­ 
age canal have been a part o f its de­ 
po sits and have been available fo r in­ 
vestment by the bank. 
A change was 
recently made in the po litical co mplex­ 
io n o f the bank and it was understo o d 
that these funds wo uld no t remain fo r 
any length o f time as depo sits in the 
Chicago Natio nal bank. Their impend­ 
ing withdrawal had much to do with 
the fear o f the o ther banks o f a far- 
reaching co llapse if they did no t co me 
to the aid o f the weakened 'institu­ 
tio ns. 
The enterprises which are generally 
credited with being the indirect cause 
o f the financial tro ubles o f Walsh are 
the Bedfo rd Quarries co mpany, o f In­ 
diana. and the So uthern Indiana Rail­ 
ro ad co mpany, which was co nstruct­ 
ed by Walsh, fo r the purpo se o f send­ 
ing the sto ne fro m his quarries to the 
market. This railro ad was co nstructed 
by Walsh at a heavy expense so me 
years ago . because he believed that the 
Mo tio n railro ad, wffiich w as tbe o nly 
o utlet o f his sto ne quarries, w as charg­ 
ing him to o high a rate o f freight. 
In additio n to these 
tw o 
enter­ 
prises, 
which 
he practically 
o wns, 
Walsh is a heavy sto ckho lder in the 
Akro n Gas co mpany. Akro n. O.: Illi­ 
no is So uthern Railway co mpany. Rand- 
McNally co mpany. So uthern Indiana 
Express co mpany, and in half a sco re 
o f gas. electric lighting and co al min­ 
ing co mpanies. 
To the sto ne quarries and the So uth­ 
ern Indiana railro ad Walsh made re­
